Senator Young yesterday in- 
trodudeed legislation to estab- 
lish a joint Senate - House 
watchdog committee to keep 
track of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency’s operations, 
j The Ohio senator’s proposal 
would do away with the pres- 
1 ent informal Senate - House 
; committee which supervises 
i the CIA and substitute for it a 
! permanent committee with its 
jown staff and offices. 

! Shortly before Sena to i 
Young introduced his bill. 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy (D., 
Minn,) proposed the naming 
of a Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee, to investigate 
the CIA’s influence on foreign 
policy. 

(Invisible Government 
I Senator Young said the CIA 
gradually has taken on the 
character of an invisible gov- 
ernment, making foreign pol- 
Vy 'and assuming responsi- 
bilities that belong to the 
President and Congress. 

He told the Senate the time 
has come for Congress to as*- 
tsert a mote formal and exten- 
sive supervision over the CIA. 


’ “This is needed not only to 
eliminate waste and to assure 
that its programs operate ef- 
fectively and within proper 
constitutional 1 i m i t a lions, ’Y 
Senator Young said. “More 
important, such congressional 
supervision is needed to as- 
sure that our basic standards 
of morality are not complete- 
ly undermined in the conduct 
of our international intelli- ; 
gence activities.” j 

Although the CIA budge! 1 
never is made public,. Sen-]; 
ator Young said the agency 
spends more than twice as 
much as the. entire State De- 
partment, which would mean 
that the CIA is spending in 
the neighborhood of $1 billion 
a year. 

Urges Fiscal Check 

Asserting that other agen- 
cies operating largely in sc- 1 
cret, such as the Federal Bu- j 
reau of Investigation and the j 
Atomic Energy Commission, , 
are compelled to account for j 
funds appropriated to them, ; 
ho said there must be some 
effective, congressional check : 
on (he CIA, 

Currently the only congres- 
sional supervision of the CIA \ 
is provided by an informal j 
committee of 12 including the[ 
chairmen and ranking Repub- 
lican members of the Senate 
Appropriations, Foreign Re- 
lations, and Armed Services 
Committees and their oppo- 
site numbers in the House. 

Senator Young said these 
men already have too many 
responsibilities to permit 
them sufficient time to watch 
over the CIA. His bill calls 
for a * permanent committee 
of 12 including a tnajority and
